"T he Friends of 
Soviet Russia, said 
he.

quarters at 201 West 13th street, New 
York City, and it has for 
its 
object 
"fam ine relief without conditions". 


A meeting was held in the Finnish 
hall in Southeast Brainerd W ednes­ 
day night and Mr. Georgian says con­ 
tributions were made. 
Mr. Georgian 
is from 
Minneapolis where at one 
time he conducted a newspaper which 
involved him in ti contest with the 
government. 
He is not an American, 
but a native of Georgia, in the Far 
East, and for nine years had publish­ 
ed the "N ew Times" in Minneapolis 
and said he had 
considerable 
s u b ­ 
scribers in Brainerd too. 
He claims 
Minneapolis political parties fought 
him for his radical views and c h a ract­ 
erized him as a bolshevist. 
He said 
the paper was discontinued in 1919. 
It was a weekly edition and ran from 
4 to 8 pages and 
extras 
were 
fre ­ 
quently published. 
His case went lo 
to the United States supreme court 
and he was ordered 
deported, 
but 
because of the technicality that R u s ­ 
sia has no government tit present of­ 
ficially recognized 
by 
the 
United 
States, and to which he can 
he 
re­ 
turned. he has been suffered to re­ 
main in America.

AFTER “WILDCAT” STOCKS 


A bill was recently reported upon favorably, by unanimous 
vote of the House Interstate and Foreign Commerce Committee, to pre­ 
vent the use of the United States mails and other agencies of interstate 
commerce for transporting securities sold contrary to laws of the 
states, or promoting or securing the sale of these securities. 
The 
object of the bill is, in short, to prevent the sale of “ blue sky” and 
“ wildcat” stocks, and is the first attempt of the Federal Government 
lo stop the sale of such securities. 
In order to protect the public against swindlers of the Ponzi 
type, it became imperative to have a Federal law operating against 
“ blue sky” securities. 
Exidence was adduced before the com m ittee 
showing that the American people are annually robbed of half a 
billion dollars in gold bricks, wildcat mining and oil stocks and other 
get-rich-quick schemes. 
Forty-two of our states have enacted “blue sky” laws, bul the 
fact that the Federal Government had none made it very easy for 
those engaged in marketing these fake securities to evade the laws 
of a state by opening an office in another state and thereby becom ing 
engaged in interstate commerce, over which the several states had 
no control. 
It is for the purpose of stopping this evasion of the state 
laws, and assisting all states in protecting the people against the many 
dishonest schemes, that this bill has been proposed by Mr. Denison, 
o f Illinois. 


EDUCATIONAL FILMS 


A campaign of education through the motion picture industry 
has been inaugurated, by the Department of Agriculture. 
Among the more recent films which have been released by the 
Department are two showing the activities of the Bureau of Public 
Roads, which has becom e the world’s greatest road builder under the 
Federal Aid Road Act. 
The films portray all the stages in the con­ 
struction of highways. 
“An Undesirable Alien” is the title of another film, which illus­ 
trates the activity of the European grain borer, a dangerous foreign 
insect pest which has been imported to this country and is making a 
serious attack upon the great American corn crop, and also upon 
celery, beets, beans cut flowers, etc. 
The film shows not only how 
this insect works but the methods that may be used to destroy it. 
Another film portrays the potato growing industry, from the 
planting of the crop to its marketing. 
Another deals with the boll 
weevil. 
It visualizes the destructive work of this pest and methods 


of exterminating it. 
H ie latest film released by the Department is entitled, “Bees— 
How They Live and W ork.” 
This film traces the life history of the. 
insect from the laying of eggs by the queen to the busy little bee 
gathering honey. 
The film also deals with the commercial aspect of 
preparing honey for the market.

MINNESOTA’S WAR VETERANS 


Perhaps it may not be generally known that Minnesota is now 
com pleting the payment of nearly $ 3 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 as a state bonus to 
the boys from this state who answered the call of their country during 
the World war. 
The Gopher state has never questioned its debt to 
the men and women who responded to its call in time of trouble. 
At the present time the state is paying a monthly pension to 
2 2 1 2 residents of the state who participated in the Indian wars of 
1862. 
The law granting this pension was passed in 1003, and pro­ 
vides for a pension of $ 1 2 a month for those suffering disabilities as a 
result of participation in the wars. 
Because of deaths the number of 
surviving participants, at one time about 4 5 0 , has been greatly re­ 
duced. 
This year two survivors with back pensions of $ 1 ,4 4 8 and 
$ 1 ,3 0 4 . respectively, were added to the list. 
Since the law went into 
effect Indian war pension payments have been made to the amount of 
$ 7 0 5 ,8 0 0 .0 9 .

Beltrami, Itasca and St. Louis Coun­ 
ties Led in Land Clearing Activ­ 
ities in State 


Figures based on reports of county 
agents and land clearing officials r e ­ 
ceived and tabulated 
at 
University 
Farm. show more than 50,000 acres in 
I 15 northern Minnesota counties were 
j cleared of stum ps iii 1921, and will 
I be put under cultivation for the t i m 
I 
time in 1922. For every acre stumped 
an extra acre was brushed and made 
ready for the planting of grass and 
clover se«d the coming season 


Som eth ing more th a n 
a 
million 
pounds of dynam ite were purchased 
for land clearing purposes. 
Besides 
this the reports show 
that 
782,300 
pounds of picric acid were distributed 
iii Minnesota during the season. 
The 
university’s agricultural 
engineers 
ray th a t a total of at least 1.250.000 
pounds 'of explosives were 
used 
to 
clear land in 1921. 
The average 
; mount used per acre was between 
25 and 30 pounds. 
Thirty five th o u s­ 
and acres of this new land was clear­ 
ed by 3,511 farm ers in north ern Min­ 
nesota by the use of picric acid, at a 
saving of mb re th an |7 0.00 over the 
usual methods.

1.000 
Koochiching 2.000 
Assuming that 1.250.000 pounds of 
expolsives will be used in 1922 and 
that the “carry-over” this winter wil 
be about the same as last, the land 
clearing sect ion men of the university 
believe that more than 70,000 acres 
will be cleared of stumps in northern 
Minnesota in 19-2 and 
planted 
to 
field crops in 1923 for the first time. 


Beltrami and Itasca and St. Louis 
counties led land clearing activities 
in Minnesota in 1921. 
In Beltrami 
county a fund of $5,00 was subscrib­ 
ed by business men and a land clea r­ 
ing specialist was engaged 
for 
the 
period March 28 to November I. D y ­ 
namite was sold at cost 
to 
anyone 
who would use it, and in addition the 
quota of picric acid 
was 
promptly 
over-subscribed. 


Itasca county organized in much 
the same way as did Beltrami. 
Suffi­ 
cient explosives were 
brought 
into 
the county to clear more than 8,000 
acres, while the 1920 census shows 
that in the five-year period immedi­ 
ately preceding a total of only 6,183 
acres were cleared, indicating that 
the results in 1921 were more th an 
equal to the results of the five years 
preceding. 
In November a l a n d clearing o rg a n ­ 
ization wa.’ started in St. Louis coun­ 
ty. 
A m anager of 
operations 
has 
been employed and plans ate under 
way for ;.ui aggressive land clearing 
campaign in 1922. 
Although 9,000 
norm were cleared in 1921, prospects 
are bright for a much larger clearing, 
possibly as large again iii 1922. 
Impressed by the splendid success 
of operations iii Beltrami and Itasca 
countie.--, farmers and business men
